Cockrell some months ago made a 
tour of the island of Cuba and since 
then has kept himself closely in­

there.

Cubans w ill eventually succeed in 
the matter of self-government, and 
pleads that the natives of the island 
be given a fair chance to show their 
ability in that direction.

Cubans will be able to maintain 
their governm ent,” 
said Mr, C o :k - 
rell yesterday. 
“ 
T hey have before 
them a trying ordeal to devise a 
perfect system of 
taxation

their provincial and national g o v ­ 
ernment, 
the expenses of 
which 
must necessarily be quite large.

It is not opportULc to agitate 
the question of annexation at this 
time. 
I^ probably will ha\e a ten- 
tency to complicaie and make more 
difficult t i c problem of indepen- 
(feace. 
If Cuba were admitted 
a state in the Union the people of 
t i e island would still be confronted 
with the problem of taxation fur 
solution, just as every state in the 
I'nion now has the same prob’em 
to meet, and which calls for more 
or less discussion and legislation at 
almost every session of the joint 
assemblies of the diffe e i t states.

T ake t i c case of the H aw aiian 
islands. 
T h e people living there 
are experiencing trouble in devis­ 
ing a system of taxation ade(|uate 
to the needs of the territorial and 
municipal government. 
Before a d ­ 
mission, the principal revenues of 
the islands were derived from im ­ 
ports, and before their final admis­ 
sion and after establishing an in­ 
dependent 
form 
of 
government, 
they 
accumulated quite a 
large 
fund fiom this source. 
T he bu­ 
bonic plague broke out and the 
authorities were obliged to resort 
to extreme yet necessary measures 
to stamp it out effectually. 
T hey 
accomplished this, but in doing so 
they expended all of the accumu­ 
lated revenue, and the governmeat 
was left largely in debt, 
“ 
T h e y appealed to congress for 
relief, which has thus far not been 
accorded. 
Congress, in the end, 
must provide for these losses, either 
by paying the whole of the indebt­ 
edness or by paying part of it and 
authorizing the municipal govern­ 
ment of Honolulu or the territorial 
government of the islands to issue 
obligations, the proceeds of which 
may be used to pay whatever por­ 
tion the United States may not as­ 
sume, or the whole of 
it if the 
United States declines to pay a 
part. 
“ 
I simply cite this as a contin­ 
gency, one similar to which may 
arise in Cuba 
at 
any 
time. 
It 
seems, therefore, best for both the 
people of Cuba 
and the United 
States that the Cubans should be 
left free to w ork out t i e problem 
that 
now confronts them. 
The 
time may come when the f eDple of 
Cuba w ill desire annexation, and, 
should the people of our country 
wish the same thing, there will be 
no trouble in satisfactorily arrang­ 
ing the terms, 
“ 
There has been no indication of 
any such desire on the part of the 
masses of the people in Cuba. Cer­ 
tainly it is not to the interest of 
our own people to undertake to 
force them to become part of us. 
But under any and all circum­ 
stances now conceivable it is our 
plain duty to make reasonable con­ 
cessions to the Cubans in our trade 
relations, 
I regret sincerely that 
congress adjourned without grant­ 
ing such concessions.
